Until after the Easter break, five 
Tri-college students will be in Du- 
buque working on just that—wait- 
ing for Godot. For on April 23-26, 
the Clarke drama department will 
present its last major production 
of the year, Samuel Beckett’s 
“Waiting For Godot.” 


This performance, besides prom- 
ising to be a fascinating evening 
of entertainment, also might be 
another first for Clarke’s drama 
department. According to Dr. Rob- 
ert Buzecky, the director of the 
production, this play, to his knowl- 
edge has never been done with a 
mixed cast. Normally, only men are 
chosen to fill the roles. However, 
because the characters are all “an- 


ti-naturalistic,’ Dr. Buzecky felt 
there was no reason to limit it to 
only men. 

The cast includes Dianne Don- 
nelly, Candy Corr and Jean Rice 
from Clarke; Ben Nitz from the 
University of Dubuquge and Mich- 
ael Udelhoven from Loras. 

The play is a two act tragi- 
comedy from the Theatre of the 
Absurd. Today, almost twenty 
years after it was written, the 
meaning or impact of the play 
has still not been agreed upon. Na- 
tional reviews have acclaimed it 
and also called it “anti-dramatic.” 

Dr. Buzecky explains that ‘‘Wait- 
ing for Godot” is an open-ended 
play. Each person has to subjec- 
tively make up his own mind on 
the meaning. Dr. Buzecky further 
describes the play as “intriguing” 
and comments that performance 
will require specialization by both 
actors and audience. 


Revision Permits Course ‘Shopping’

Registration procedures have 
been revamped. Beginning with 
the 1971 fall semester, final reg- 
istration for courses will be de- 
layed for two weeks. 

Rather than changing courses be- 
fore classes begin, students who 
are undecided may legally ‘shop’ 
for courses during the first ten 
days of class. They will attend 
their pre-scheduled classes while 
Sitting in on courses to which they 
may wish to transfer. However, the 
4ssumption is that a course begins 
On the first day of class, therefore 
Students are encouraged to make 
their decisions early. As usual, pre- 
registration in April will establish 
the first set of class list priorities. 

During the first two weeks, the

In arguing point 2 
above, Opponents said that many 
Clarke students study together late 
at night in CBH, a Pinkerton man 
does make the rounds, the outside 
doors are locked. There is a tele- 
Phone in the lobby and fire alarms 
are situated on all floors. Oppon- 
ents pointed out the fallacy in 
point 3 above by asserting that stu- 
dents use the Specialized facilities 
CBH offers because they do exist 
eg., keypunches, printing ma- 
chines, record players, and labs. 

Perhaps the most important 
point of contention lies within the 
fourth reason given i.e. the dis- 
tance between CBH and residence 
halls is a security risk for students 
in CBH at night. Distance from 
noise is what a student desiring to 
study wants, Several reasons pre- 
sent themselves in favor of allow- 


ing CBH to remain open through- 
out the night. In the morning and 
afternoon, classrooms cannot be 
used for studying because they are 
being cleaned or being used for 
classes, In the early evening, many 
students, because of meetings, ex- 
tra curricular activities off campus, 
and noise within the dorms, are un- 
able to study. 

The question is: where can these 
students study late at night so that 
they won’t disturb their room- 
mates? To begin with, the Mary 
Fran fourth floor study room has 
a limited amount of desks and poor 
lighting. Fourth floor Mary Jo is 
closed off to students and the 
smokers are limited in their table 
Capacity. Competition from the 
television in the Mary Josita infor. 
mal lounge cancels out the cafe- 
teria as a place for concentrated 
studying. The library closes at 
11:00 p.m. on weekdays; on weck- 
ends, closing time is even earlier, 


There are a total of four class- 
rooms in Rose O’Toole Hall that 
can be used for studying, but the 
halls are so dimly lit that few do 
study there. In addition, the noise 
of a large number of students us- 
ing these rooms might disturb the 
nuns who reside in ROH, Currently 
a minority of students do use the 
language lab and the Courier office 
late at night. 

The art rooms and practice 
rooms in Eliza Kelly Hall are far 
enough away from sleeping resi- 
dents that artists, musicians and 
singers do not disturb them. There- 
fore, leaving rooms in CBH open 
throughout the night for students 
desiring to study in a quiet, well- 
lit, well-equipped environment has 
positive support. 

The choice seems to be one 
between time for study and time 
for security. A committee compos- 
ed of SAC members is presently 
seeking an answer to the dilemma.

Next year, Clarke’s curriculum 
will se many changes. One of the 
most significant will be Clarke’s 
new science department program. 

Until this year, a student desir- 
ing a certificate in Medical Tech- 
nology graduated from Clarke with 
a major in chemistry or biology 
and then went to a hospital for 
a year of internship. 

The three Dubuque hospitals 
have formed a Tri-Hospital School 
of Medical Technology and have 
invited Clarke, Loras and the Uni- 
versity of Dubuque to form an af- 
filiation with it. Each college has 


indicated willingness, 
This program will now be avail- 
able to Clarke students. 


Clarke has proposed an outline 
for the student’s first three years 
with a concentration in biology 
while also filling the other area 
requirements, Before a student’s 
internship during her fourth year, 
a minimum of 16 hours in both 
chemistry and biology are requir- 
ed. 

After internship is completed, 


the student’s courses will be evalu- 
ated and she will receive 21 credit 


hours in biology and 6 credits in 
chemistry. She will then receive 
her Bachelor’s degree and Medical 
Technology certification after four 
years, 

Clarke will not charge tuition 
for the 27 hours given for intern- 
ship. Clarke only initially evalu- 
ates the hospitals’ programs. 

This new program will be invalu- 
able to the Medical Technology 
student. She will now be a certi- 
fied Medical Technician, have her 
B.A. and be able to obtain a job 
immediately upon graduation from 
Clarke.
